l t h o u g h endleaa columns have been 
written about the real and imaginary 
evlla of /'overemphasis" in college football, 
it took thia queer, iraglc case of the Dart­ 
mouth College halfback to present 
the 
problem In Ita true light. 


In thia case, as yon may recall, an In­ 
tensely religious young student found It 
hard to aquare his career aa a football star 
with hla conscience. 
He dropped out of 
football, returned to It when a fuas .WM 
raised, tken tried to end hia dilemma by 
leaving college altogether and taking ref­ 
uge with members ot a religious cult. Thia 
act almply focused national publicity upon 
him, and made It all the harder for him to 
get the peace and quiet he aeemed to be 
needing. 


And hla eaae Is atgnlficant because it is 
not one that reflects discredit on the col­ 
lege authorities. Dartmouth la one of our 
most raapected collegea. Ita record In re­ 
gard to *‘overemphaais** la certainly no 
worae tkan that ot other achoola in its 
claaa; on the whole. It la probably a good 
deal better. This lad waa no bewildered 
young husky sent to college tor the sake of 
hia athletic talents: he waa a aincere» in- 
i^llgent atudent who became a member 
ot the taam simply because he enjoyed the 
game. 


But aomewhere along the line 
some­ 
thing worked a profound injustice on this 
young man. Honestly bewildered and con­ 
tused, he found his role as college student 
n great deal more complicated 
than 
it 
ought to have been. When he decided that 
football waa not the game for him, he was 
unable to give it up simply and without 
a tuM, as would have been the case if he 
had decided, say, to cut out 
bridge or 
poker. 


Now the point ot It all is that the re- 
anltlng hullabaloo—which can so 
easily 
have a very bad effect on the boy's whole 
llf«->waan’t anybody's fault. 
There isn't 
any villain In the piece. This lad simply 
got caught in the machinery of intercol- 
legiata football and it did things to him. 


And that is where foQiball as an insti­ 
tution has something to answer for. 
As 
a game, it is a fine sport; collegiate rival­ 
ries are wholesome and stimulating; the 
game can well be a valuable feature of 
college life. 
But when the institution of 
football takes a bewildered boy. lifUi him 
high up into the headlines and 
compels 
him to solve his most personal problems 
there in sight of the multitude — m'ell. 
then, there is something radically wrong. 


It isn't fair to put young men under that 
kind of pressure. A lad who goes to col­ 
lege to prepare himself for life deserves a 
better break. When a game disrupts Uls 
whole period of preparation, the game has 
aomething to answer for. 


The sudden Jolts of Fate should hold 
little terror for Mary, whose stoutnesa of 
heart must always be admired. 
Aa tor 
the bride-groom, he's stouthearted, too, al­ 
though a pair of flopperoos at the altar 
is hardly the best way to start married life. 
He must be excused, however, on an an­ 
cient alibi which is still good. 
It must 
have been aomething he ate.

(Marquette Mining Journal) 


The figures given by Mr. Taylor, 
the 
Chippewa county clerk, at the land use 
conference at Ann Arbor, on decline In 
valuations in the upper peninsula are no 
less than startling. In 1928 they stood at 
9364,107,000: In 1938 at 9248,944.000, 
a decline of approximately 9HE>il02,000, 
or well up to a third. During the decade 
there was no Important departure in meth­ 
ods of determining values. 
While during 
the years of depression valuations in some 
communities were reduced In what aeemed 
to be an arbitrary manner, to ease the 
burden of the taxpayer, there is no doubt 
of the correctness of Mr. Taylor’s conten­ 
tion that in the main the decline is ac­ 
counted for by diminution of natural as­ 
sets. 


This diminution has gone on principally 


in virgin timber, and, to lesser extent, in 
reduction of immediately taxable ore re­ 
serves 
It is particularly marked in the 


counties in which lumbering has been cur­ 
ried on with the greatest vigor, and has 
been relatively small in counties, like Del­ 
ta and Menominee, where farm lands are 
an important asset, and where there are 
little timber and no mines. 


Houghton has fared the worst of the 15 
counties. 
In Houghton, however, decline 
in mine values has been to large extent 
responsible for decline in assessment val­ 
ue in the i)t‘riod under discussion 
from 


938.690.000 to 918.917,000, or over 50 
per cent. 
Falling off in mine values has 
been also au important factor in the wast­ 
ing away of luisessmeht values in Gogebic. 
In this county, however, there was also 
a heavy levy on the remaining timber re­ 
sources. 
Its value went off from 161,- 


823.000 in 1928 to 937.643.000 this year. 
Alger, in which lumbering operations were 
important throughout the decade, gives un 
example of how valuations go off as the 
forests are cut. In 195?8 its valuation was 
911.029.000. This year it had fallen to 
96.836.000. 


Of the larger and wealthier counties of 
the peninsula Marquette has fared 
the 
best. In X928 its valuation was 960.346,- 
000; this year it was off to 952,64 8,000, 
or 97,697,000. 
The comparative figures 
show that it rates in stability with the 
eountiea that have no mining industry, a 
fact that can be attributable to the con­ 
dition that its mine values have stood up 
well. 
As its ore reserves are great, this 
relative stability is likely to continue for 
many years to come.

Belgian 
Nazi party called Rexlst

idol of the women, the other day waa cast 
into complete eclipse by a long-haired, red- 
bearded hawker named Leo Frenssen. 


When Frenssen, in Antwerp, became a 
candidate in those important communal 
elections for control of city governments. 
It was considered the joke of the year. A 
58-year-old former blacksmith, 
Frenssen 
now sells tea, coffee and spices, 
carrying 
them in a box attached to a tricycle. 
He 
works mainly in the poorer quarters of 
Antwerp. 


When he entered the municipal 
cam­ 
paign, he combined selling tea with sell­ 
ing himself. He rang door bells, praised 
the quality of his wares aftd then enlarged 
upon his political aspirations. In the eve­ 
nings he sold his portrait so as 
to 
get 
further funds for his campaign. He sang 
songs. 
He Jumped over a high wire to 
show how vigorous he was. He stood out­ 
side movies and peddled the "Voorlichter,” 
a little Flemish paper he Issued. 


—UKIiGIAN “TECHNOCRAT”— 


Soon the tall, thin man 
In 
corduroys 
and woolen sweater was known all over 
town. A former Socialist, he said he was 
forming a new party which 
he 
called 
"technocratic.” He said 
every 
problem 
would have to be solved by technical ex­ 
perts. 
He had no use for 
professional 
politlclana. 


On election day the **Joke" polled 
the 
enormous sum of 21,000 votes for his tick­ 
et. He not only was elected himself, but 
five of his associates were chosen, among 
them a barber, a baker and a mason. Ant­ 
werp has been ruled by a coalition of So­ 
cialists and Liberals. Now they will have 
to take Frenssen's party into their coali­ 
tion. 


Leon Degrelle and his Rexists did not 
fare so well.

for Deputy from Brussels. 
Degrelle was 
soundly beaten. 
In the recent commun­ 
al electlona he sought varloua coalitlona 
with dissident parties. He especially pin­ 
ned his hopes on the votes of the women. 
Those entitled to vote 
were 
2,621,461 
men and 2,782,820 women. "Pretty Leon" 
thought it a cinch. Instead, his party lost 
33 percent of the vote it had 
polled in 
preceding elections. 


The sober-minded Belgian 
folk, 
men 
and women alike, showed they 
had 
no 
time for Nasis at one end of the scale nor 
for Communists at the other. 
The three 
leading parties, Catholics, 
Socialist and 
Liberals, pretty well 
maintained 
their 
positions. Thus in Brussels the Catholic 
Liberal coalition will continue to rule and 
In Liege the Liberal Socialist cartel will 
continue to rule. 
In Malines tha Liberals 
and Soclallats carried the day.

that forcible aeliure of private property in 
the guise of a sit-down strike is not ille­ 
gal; that the way to stall off the next de­ 
pression Is to prevent business from ac­ 
cumulating financial reserves; that to help 
the under-privileged third of the nation 
attain the more abunda tnlife the Federal 
government must bid up commodity prices 
in the open markets: that to reduce unem­ 
ployment in Industry we 
should 
enter 
trade pacts which make it easier for for­ 
eign manufacturers to send their producta 
to these shores, and that the 
930-every- 
Thursday Utopia lies just around the corn­ 
er. 


There are more lessons, but these sam­ 
ples will show what ground must be "eco­ 
nomic literacy" in these days of the New 
Deal and iU by-products.

EPUBLICANS of Michigan, on Tues­ 
day, served notice on the nation that 
this is still fundamentally a Republican 
state. 
By rolling up a m ajority of slight­ 
ly under one hundred thousand votes over

Governor-elect 
Fran k D. Fitzgerald led his party to an­ 
other 
demonstration 
of 
Republican 
strength In this state, Just as he did 
in 
1934. 
Tuesday’s result proved that while 
Michigan may temporarily follow’ political 
myths, as it did in 1932 and 1936, Michi­ 
gan is normally a sound Republican state. 
And while the Republicans of the state 
were doing a fine job for their party, mem­ 
bers of the sam e party in Delta county, 
reckoned as one of th e strongest Demo­ 
cratic strongholds in the state, weren't do­ 
ing such a bad job for themselves.

Something to Answer For 
A 
LTHOUGH endless columns have been 
w ritten about the real and im aginary 
evils of '‘overemphasis” in college football, 
it took this queer, tragic case of the D art­ 
mouth College halfback to present 
the 
problem in Its true light. 
In this casa, as yon m ay recall, an in­ 
tensely religious young student found it 
hard to square his career as a football star 
with his conscience. 
He dropped out of 
football, returned to it when a fuss was 
raised, then tried to end bis dilemma by 
leaving college altogether and taking ref­ 
uge with members of a religious cult. This 
act simply focused national publicity upon 
him, and made it all the harder for him to 
get the peace and quiet be seemed to be 
needing. 
And his case Is significant because It Is 
not one that reflects discredit on the col­ 
lege authorities. 
D artm outh is one of our 
most respected colleges. 
Its record in re­ 
gard to "overemphasis** la certainly no 
worse than that of oth er schools in its 
class; on the whole, It is probably a good 
deal better. 
This lad was no bewildered 
young husky sent to college for the sake of 
his athletic talents; he was a sincere, in­ 
telligent student who became a member 
of the team simply because he enjoyed the 
game. 
B u t somewhere along the line 
some­ 
thing worked a profound injustice on this 
young man. 
Honestly bewildered and con­ 
fused, be found his role as college student 
a great deal more com plicated 
than 
it 
ought to have been. 
W hen he decided that 
football was not the gam e for him, he was 
unable to give it up simply aud without 
a fuss, as would have been the case if he 
had decided, say, to cu t out 
bridge 
or 
poker. 
Now the point of it all is that the re­ 
sulting hullabaloo— which can so 
easily 
have a very bad effect on the boy’s whole 
life— wasn’t anybody's fault. 
There isn’t 
any villain in the piece. 
This lad simply 
got caught in the m achinery of intercol­ 
legiate football and it did things to him. 
And that is where football as an insti­ 
tution has something to answer for. 
As 
a gam e, it is a fine sport; collegiate rival­ 
ries are wholesome and stimulating; the 
gam e can well be a valuable feature of 
college life. 
But when the institution of 
football takes a bewildered boy, lifts him 
high up into the headlines and 
compels 
him to solve his most personal problems 
there in sight of the multitude — well, 
then, there Is something radically wrong, 
It isn’t fair to put young men under that 
kind of pressure. 
A lad who goes to col­ 
lege to prepare himself for life deserves a 
better break. 
When a game disrupts his 
whole period of preparation, the game has 
something to answer for.

may some day hope to make Germany the 
greatest nation of Europe.

ed In New York recently wearing a mul­ 
berry dress and a gray fur coat trimmed 
with silver fox. 
She looked the Statue of 
Liberty straight, in the eye and told re­ 
porters there was no romance between 
her and the German dictator. 
" I work for 
the films and must sometimes see H itler,” 
she said. 
Her name is Leni Riefenstahl and the 
way she spoke her little bit and waved her 
sunburned hair in the breeze gave one an 
inkling of why the Germans regard her 
as their best motion picture actress. 
A quiet evening in a cafe 
along 
the 
Cuter Den Linden with Leni 
would 
do 
more for Hitler and for the peace of the 
world than all tho conferences held up to 
now. 
In polite parlance, she is what must be 
described as a swell girl and Hitler may 
see the day he will wish he had quit Jug­ 
gling minorities and paid more attention 
to Leni.

Frenssen 
now sells tea, coffee and spices, 
carrying 
them in a box attached to a tricycle. 
He 
works mainly in the poorer 
quarters 
of 
Antwerp. 
When he entered the municipal 
cam­ 
paign, he combined selling tea with sell­ 
ing himself. He rang door bells, praised 
the quality of his wares abd then enlarged 
upon his political aspirations. In the eve­ 
nings he sold his portrait so as 
to 
get 
further funds for his campaign. He sang 
songs. 
He jumped over a high 
wire 
to 
show how vigorous he was. He stood out­ 
side movies and peddled the “ Voorlichter,” 
a little Flemish paper he Issued. 
— BELGIAN “TECHNOCRAT”— 
Soon the tall, thin man 
in

and woolen sweater was known all over 
town. A former Socialist, he said he was 
forming a new party which 
he

"technocratic.” He said

Washington— For campaign reasons the 
plan has been kept shush-shush, but 
be­ 
hind those guarded statements about hold­ 
ing down relief expenditures is a 
secret 
program to slash WPA rolls on a large 
scale. 
The President’s aim is to pare the rolls 
down to 2,000,000 by March I. 
That 
means a decrease of m ore than 1,15 0 ,0 0 0 
from the October I peak. 
The pruning will not be a forced 
one 
like th at In the spring of 1937, when hun­ 
dreds of thousands were dropped in a pe­ 
riod of a few weeks. 
This time the defla­ 
tion will be gradual, accomplished by not 
filling the places of those who leave vol­ 
untarily or are dismissed. 
This exodus is a great deal larger than 
is realized. 
It averages over 7 per ccyt 
per month. 
In September the 
turnover 
was 2 2 8 ,0 0 0 , or 7.6 per cent, of which 
1 7 3 .0 0 0 quit to take private jobs and the 
rem ainder were let out for various rea­ 
sons, mostly disciplinary. 
Figures on the 
October turnover are still incomplete, but 
it will be well over 2 5 0 ,0 0 0 . 
Under the recent plan, W PA estim ates 
the relief load will be 2,750,000 on De­ 
cem ber I ; 2,500,000 by January I ; 
2,- 
2 5 0 .0 0 0 by February I ; and 2,000,000 by 
M arch I. 
On this basis, barring another economic 
upset, a comparatively m oderate deficiency 
appropriation of around $5 0 0 ,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 will 
be required to carry W PA through the re­ 
m aining four months of the fiscal year. 
This is in line with Roosevelt’s policy of 
gradually demobilizing W PA from a m a­ 
jor New Deal spending agency to a secon­ 
dary and chiefly auxiliary role. 
His plan now is to concentrate spending 
on national defense, thus build up the na­ 
tion’s m ilitary forces and at the same time 
minimize the need for the W PA, because 
large scale arm am ent expenditures will 
create large scale re-employm ent. 
— B IT T E R PROTESTS— 
Popular as relief deflation may be with 
business men, it is already encountering 
vehement protests from politicos and from 
harried local officials in heavily populat­ 
ed industrial areas. 
Peppery Mayor LaG uardia made a loud

vacancies.

Nothing shows better what has 
happened to the world since Ar­ 
mistice Day, 1918, than the wide­ 
spread rejection of peace as a way 
of life. 


Today few people talk of peacc 
as a decent and permanent way of 
running the world's affairs. The 
best we can hope for . Is peace as 
a desperate putting-off of a war 
for which we feverishly prepare. 
Today, talk of neutrals' rights, of 
barring 
barbarous practlcea In 
war, of adhering to a treaty after 
it has become a disadvantage to 
do so— such things are shrugged 
aside ae ''unrealistic.** 


But before the World W ar such 
things were no Joke to thoughtful 
people. 
Peace sentiment, 
and 
workable machinery for adjusting 
disputes 
between 
nations, 
had 
made progress. 


In 1914 the Senate ratified 18 
of 20 treaties negotiated by Secre­ 
tary Bryan for peacefully settling 
disputee.

But Argentina, Brasil 
and Chile mediated a settlement 
at Niagara Falls.

Peace conferencea at The Hague

"Contraband” 
was once a generally-accepted list 
of materials directly useful in war. 
Fighting powers were accustomed 
to seize them from neutral ships 
when bound for any enemy power. 
Britain expanded the definition of 
contraband to Include practically 
everything she wished to keep out 
of Germany. 
Today, with "total 
war” the modern plan, even a pic­ 
colo might be considered "contra­ 
band” as contributing to the mor­ 
ale of soldier 
or 
civilian. 
In 
short, neutrals 
today 
have 
no 
rights during a war which they 
are not prepared to enforce at 
gun-polnt.

unrest. 


In Asia, Japan's apparent con­ 
quest of China completely alters 
the Pacific world. As the League's 
half-hearted 
effort 
to 
restrain 
Italy 
In 
Ethiopia by economic 
sanctions 
failed, 
so the United 
States failed to rally support of 
the nine nations (Including Ja­ 
pan) which had signed a treaty 
guaranteeing the territorial Integ­ 
rity of China and the "Open Door” 
with equal trade rights In China 
for all. 
Japanese domination of 
eastern Asls and the western Pa­ 
cific Is a fact. 


Disillusioned by a Europe that 
Is not at war today only because it 
dared not face the %;wful conse­ 
quences, and by an Asia that 
flames with large-scale conflict, 
the United flUtes has turned In­ 
ward toward Its nearer Interests 
In the western hemisphere.

Monroe Doctrine has been revised 
into a united policy of all the 
American nations, and a formal 
or Informal American "League of 
Natlona" Is projected.

Nothing shows better what has 
happened to the world since Ar­ 
mistice Day, 1918, than the wide­ 
spread rejection of peace as a way 
of life. 
Today few people talk of peace' 
as a decent and perm anent way of 
running the w orld’s affairs. 
The 
best we can hope for is peace as 
a desperate putting-off of a war 
for which we feverishly prepare. 
Today, talk of n eu trals’ rights, of 
barring 
barbarous 
practices 
in 
war, of adhering to a treaty after 
it has become a disadvantage to 
do so— such things are shrugged 
aside as “unrealistic.” 
But before the W orld W ar such 
things were no joke to thoughtful 
people. 
Peace 
sentim ent, 
and 
workable m achinery for adjusting 
disputes 
between 
nations, 
had 
m ade progress. 
In 1914 the Senate ratified 18 
of 20 treaties negotiated by Secre­ 
tary Bryan for peacefully settling 
disputes. 
W ar w ith Mexico after 
the Vera Cruz affair seemed in­ 
evitable. 
But A rgentina, Brazil 
and Chile m ediated a settlem ent 
at N iagara Falls. 
A Universal Peace Congress had 
been planned in V ienna in Septem­ 
ber, 1914. 
The w ar killed it. 
PROGRESS OF 
PEACE 
Peace conferences a t The Hague 
had been so successful th at per- 
pectly 
sensible 
people 
believed 
protection of non-com batants and 
neutrals, 
outlaw ry of dum-dum 
bullets and poison gas, had been 
accomplished. 
They felt sure th at 
w orkable machinery had been set 
up for peaceful adjustm ent of dif­ 
ferences, or at least to confine 
w ar w ithin narrow limits. 
W hat the W orld W ar and later 
w ars have done to these “accom­ 
plishm ents” needs no comment. 
A fter the W orld W ar, the peace 
movement took new hope. Among 
W ilson’s 
Fourteen Points were: 
I. Open diplomacy. 2. A just re­ 
alignm ent of Europe's borders and 
of colonies. 
3. A “general asso­ 
ciation of nations” to guarantee 
political and territo rial Independ­ 
ence for great and sm all states 
alike. 
A m ere reading of the words 
tells w hat happened to that dream. 
The peace treaty was not made 
in th e open. 
Many of the Four­ 
teen Points went glim m ering in 
w hat was less a “peace” than a 
distillation of w ar hates. 
Cease- 
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less unrest testifies th at the bor­ 
ders laid down were not satisfac­ 
tory. 
The United States in a wave of 
disillusion, 
reected 
the League. 
Defeated 
Germany 
and revolu­ 
tionary 
Russia 
were 
excluded 
when 41 nations organized the 
League. 
Later Germany and R us­ 
sia were to join, but Germany, 
Japan and Italy withdrew when 
the League tried to restrain their 
aggressive movements. Great B ri­ 
tain 
and France dom inated the 
League and its policies from the 
opening session. 
The United States w anted ne 
part of the w ar settlem ents. 
H er 
wish to w ithdraw from interna­ 
tional affairs was evident from 
1919 on. 
But a narrow ing worlc 
kept forcing its problems upon 
her. 
When w ar reparations fail­ 
ed, w ar debts failed, and the Uni­ 
ted States had to try adjustm ent 
with the Young, Dawes, and Hoo­ 
ver m oratorium plans. 


NEUTRALS MUST 
FIGHT FOR RIGHTS 
One reason the United States 
entered the w ar was to defend her 
rights as a neutral. “C ontraband” 
was once a generally-accepted list 
of m aterials directly useful in war. 
Fighting powers were accustomed 
to seize them from neutral ships 
when bound for any enemy power. 
B ritain expanded the definition of 
contraband to include practically 
everything she wished to keep out 
of Germany. 
Today, with “total 
w ar” the modern plan, even a pic­ 
colo m ight be considered “contra­ 
band” as contributing to the m or­ 
ale of soldier 
or 
civilian. 
In 
short, neutrals 
today 
have 
no 
rights during a w ar which they 
are not prepared to enforce at 
gun-point. 
Slowly at first, lately with a 
rush, diplomatic conceptions and 
lineups 
changed 
utterly 
from 
those known to the pre-war gen­ 
eration. 
The 
Allies, 
after 
the 
W orld W ar, tried to perpetuate 
th eir 
w i n n i n g 
combination. 
France, closely related with Po­ 
land, Czechoslovakia, Yugoslavia, 
Rum ania, 
Belgium, 
and 
other 
sm all countries, tried to hold the 
prim acy of Europe. All this fell 
as H itler rose, and Germany now 
dom inates the continent. 
B ritain’s 
m ighty 
empire, 
for 
several generations the guarantor 
of a “ Pax B rlttanlca” 
with 
her 
great navy, Is no longer so domi­ 
nant. 
Forced to scuttle for shel­ 
ter in the shadow of the Italian 
air 
fleets during the Ethiopian 
conquest, the B ritish fleet is no 
longer unchallengeable. 
B ritain’s 
dominions strain at the empire 
leash, her possessions seethe with 
unrest. 
Jn Asia, Jap an ’s apparent con­ 
quest of China completely alters 
the Pacific world. As the League’s 
half-hearted 
effort 
to 
restrain 
Italy 
in 
Ethiopia by economic 
sanctions 
failed, 
so the United 
States failed to rally support of 
the nine nations (Including J a ­ 
pan) which had signed a treaty 
guaranteeing the territorial integ­ 
rity of China and the “Open Door” 
with equal trade rights in China 
for all. 
Japanese dom ination of 
eastern Asia and th e western P a­ 
cific is a fact. 
Disillusioned by a Europe that 
is not at war today only because it 
dared not face the awful conse­ 
quences, 
and 
by 
an 
Asia that 
flames with large-scale conflict, 
the United States has turned in­ 
ward tow ard its nearer interests 
in the w estern hem isphere. 
The 
Monroe Doctrine has been revised 
into a united policy of all the 
Am erican nations, and a formal 
or inform al American “League of 
N ations” is projected. 
In the new international world 
of 1938, the United States gropes 
tow ard new policies, new align-

When the World War 
Might Hove Ended 


T^IEVER had the Allies planned 
a greater cannpaign than the 
drive to capture Constantinople in 
1919. Once the strategic Ottoman 
city was conquered, generals be* 
lieved, hundreds of thousands of 
Allied troops would be freed to 
fight elsewhere and a clear road 
would be theirs to Russia. Cap­ 
ture Constantinople, it was said, 
and the war would end shortly. < 
So in the diin dawn of .April 
2 9 ^ 1 5 , the Tweaty*flftti division 
landed at GélÜpoli in the Dar­ 
danelles. They debarked at five 
positions below the Helles cliff, 
and were entangled almost at once 
in thé barbed wire strung through 
the water. Then, from their for* 
tified trenches, the withering fire 
of the Turks began. 


The Allies flung nearly 500,000 
men against that hail of death, 
lost a quarter million in the at* 
tack. For eight months the grim 
struggle went on, until at last 
ftoods and winter pressed the Al« 
lies to evacuation. 
Seldom had 
there been a finer epic display of 
courage, but defeat was inevitable.

that there were only ten days in 
which to act. 


The 
complete unofficial vote 
showed Van Nuys the winner by 
6.S86 votes. He received 784,150 
votes to 777,620 for W^illlB,
